For  all  of  those  students  looking  to  buy 
property  on  Main  Street  using  backpacks 
or  gym  bags,  Do  Not  Pass  "Go"!  This 
school  year,  Main  Street  has  a  brand- 
new  look.

In  Mr.  Depeter's  English

Every  other  Friday  morning  as  bleary-eyed  North  stu- 
dents trudge  into  school  at  7:30  AM,  they  are  met  with 
a  cheerful  Newtonite  circulation  staff  member  who 
hands  them  a  crisp  copy  of  the  school's  newspaper,  hot 
off  the  press.  The  student  then  proceeds  to  do  one  of 
a  number  of  things  with  this  paper.  Some  stuff  it  in  their 
locker,  others  briefly  glace  over  it  before  depositing  it  in 
the  trash.  But  the  wise  students  will  read  it-taking  it 
with  them  to  class  where  their  teacher  will  kindly  ask 
them  to  put  it  away  for  later.  But  whatever  it  is  that  North 
students  do  with  their  copy,  it  is  doubtful  that  they  take 
a  moment  to  comprehend  the  immense  amount  of  work 
and  dedication  that  goes  into  its  production.

mith,  the  newspaper's  adviser  with  over  thirty  years 
f  experience.  As  Managing  Editor  of  Sports  and 
eatures,  David  Pressman  receives  his  assignments 
i  these  Sunday  meetings.  It  is  then  his  job  to  oversee 
lie  creation  of  articles  that  will  interest  and  intrigue  the 
leaders  --  not  an  easy  task.  When  writing  a  feature 
irticle,  Pressman  says  that  it  is  necessary  to  play  on 
onnections.  It  is  not  only  the  staff's  job  to  report 
ichool  news,  but  to  associate  the  news  with  the 
urrounding  community.  "We  don't  try  to  take  a  view." 
ays  Pressman,  "we  just  present  the  news  as  it  is,  and 
pit  the  reader  take  it  from  there."  Other  tasks  of 
liewtonite  editors  include  the  supervision  of  lay-out 
-nd  copy  flow. 

Working  on  the  Newtonite  staff  is  a  significant 
ommitment.  The  staff  works  late  hours  in  order  to 
roduce  an  issue  every  two  weeks.  As  Editor-in-Chief, 
Llia  Carney  says  that  she  spends,  on  average,  four 
ous  a  day  in  the  Newtonite  office,  room  101 . 

Press  nights,  the  Wednesday  before  students 


receive  their  paper  at  school,  are  stressful  times.  The 
staff,  along  with  Ms.  Smith,  works  late  into  the  night  to 
get  everything  finished  to  send  to  the  publisher.  "The 
earliest  we've  every  gone  home  is  eleven"  says  Carney. 

Although  the  output  is  immense,  students  in- 
volved in  the  process  agree  that  the  experience  is  one- 
of-a-kind.  As  a  1 7-year-old,  David  Pressman  says  that 
he  has  had  the  opportunity  to  work  in  a  real-life 
environment,  and  has  gained  skills  that  some  "people 
don't  learn  until  they're  30  or  40."  Such  skills  include 
integrity,  according  to  Carney.  "Without  integrity,"  she 
says,  "there's  no  foundation  for  the  article." 

Two  weeks  worth  of  hard  work  is  picked  up  at 
7:00  AM  sharp  at  Ms.  Smith's  house  on  Thursday,  and 
is  brought  to  the  Charles  River  Publishing  Company 
where  it  is  printed  and  returned  promptly  at  5:30  PM. 
Circulation  staff  members  retrieve  the  papers  on  Fri- 
day morning  and  proceed  to  distribute  the  award- 
winning  publication  to  the  Newton  North  community. 
And  then  they  breathe  a  sigh  of  relief,  but  only  for  a 
moment,  and  start  all  over  again.  ^

In  case  you  haven't  yet  noticed,  this 
year's  Newtonian  has  undergone  ma- 
jor construction.  After  attending  The 
Columbia  School  of  Journalism  Work- 
shop over  the  summer,  Newtonian  edi- 
tors Sarah  Green,  Alisa  Zomer  and 
Adam  Dulberg  have  worked  diligently 
to  update  the  general  appearance  of 
the  Newtonian.  This  new  style  includes 
modern  photo  layouts,  the  usage  of 
white  space  to  draw  the  eye  in,  and 
theme  flow  throughout  the  book.

Dru  Carver-Brown  is  one  of  the  nearly  forty  students  who 
make  up  the  EDCO  Department  at  Newton  North.  Of  these 
forty  students,  only  a  few  actually  live  here  in  Newton.  The 
vast  majority  of  the  EDCO  students  travel  from  surrounding 
communities  every  day  to  benefit  from  the  school's  program 
for  deaf  and  hearing  impaired  students.  Their  travel  times 
can  vary  from  twenty  minutes  to  an  hour  and  a  half  every 
morning! 

Dru  was  born  deaf.  At  home,  her  family  uses  their 
own  method  of  American  Sign  Language  to  communicate. 
She  says  that  the  EDCO  program  is  great  because  it 
adjusts  to  fit  the  needs  of  each  student.  Dru  attends  both 
all  EDCO  and  mainstream  classes.  "EDCO  classes  go 
slower"  says  Dru,  because  they  are  made  up  of  all  the  grade 
levels.  Along  with  their  peers,  EDCO  students  also  are 
lucky  enough  to  build  strong  relationships  with  the 

wonderful  interpreters  who 
allow  the  deaf  and  the 
hearing  to  communicate. 
Dru  leaves  Newton  North 
and  the  EDCO  program  well- 
prepared.  She  hopes  to 
pursue  an  education  in 
Professional  Technical 
Communication.

Some  may  ask,  "To  whom  does  that  captivating  voice  over  the  homeroom 
announcements  belong?  Who  informs  me  about  all  the  school  news  in 
such  a  theatrical  manner?"  Well,  that  man  is  Downtown  Mr. Brown. 

Adam  Brown  came  to  North  just  two  years  ago,  taking  over  as  the 
director  of  Theatre  Ink.  Mr.  Brown  fell  in  love  with  the  theater  in  elementary 
school.  During  his  high  school  years  in  Queens,  NY,  Mr.  Brown  was 
involved  in  everything  from  acting  to  directing  to  working  backstage.  At 
the  State  University  of  Binghamton,  he  graduated  with  a  masters  in 
Education  &  Counseling  and  a  minor  in  Theatre.  It  was  in  college  when 
Mr.  Brown  began  his  theatrical  legacy.  With  a  group  of  friends,  he 
founded  the  university's  first  on-campus  theatre  program.  In  1991  Mr. 
Brown  moved  to  Boston  where  he  ran  a  theater  program  at  Boston 
College  for  eight  years  while  teaching  at  the  Chestnut  Hill  Creative  Arts 
&  Sports  Program. 

Taking  on  the  role  as  the  head  of  Theatre  Ink  made  Mr.  Brown  J 
realize  how  lucky  he  was  to  be  back  in  a  high  school  environment. 
Although  time-consuming,  his  job  at  Newton  North  hasn't  taken  away 
from  a  deep  love  of  the  stage  and  performance.  Last  year  Mr.Brown 
performed  in  a  Woody  Allen  play  called  "Central  Park  West"  at  the  \[  i 
Threshold  Theatre  in  Boston.  He  has  also  held  roles  in  "Cabaret"  and  j 
"Brighton  Beach  Memoires". 

Theater  Arts  students  at  NNHS  are  in  very  good  hands  with  Mr. 
Brown.  He's  done  it  all,  and  has  taken  the  reigns-ready  to  share  his 
expertise  with  the  North  Community. 


When  watching  a  Theatre  Ink  production,  one  may  not  stop  to 
think  about  what  a  crucial  role  the  set  plays  in  almost  every 
aspect  of  the  show.  The  set  is  the  first  visual  image  the 
audience  sees  as  the  curtain  rises,  and  provides  a  necessary 
backdrop  for  the  events  about  to  take  place.  An  immense 
amount  of  planning,  calculating,  and  physical  labor  on  behalf 
of  the  Stage  Crew  goes  into  the  construction  of  the  set  for  each 
school  production.  Their  mentor  is  Andres  Puigbo. 

Andres  decided  that  the  technical  aspect  of  theater 
was  for  him  during  his  years  attending  engineering  school .  "I 
wanted  to  create  on  a  smaller  scale,  and  to  be  able  to  create 
more  -  not  just  do  three  or  four  buildings  in  my  life.  I  wanted 
to  be  able  to  invent.  The  theater  allows  me  to  do  that." 

Puigbo  attented  college  at  the  University  of  Massa- 
chusetts, Boston  where  he  helped  to  build  the  set  as  a  stage 
hand  in  "Caucasian  Chalk  Circle."  He  came  to  North  on  a 
recommendation  from  a  professor,  and  has  been  gracing  the 
school's  stages  with  works  of  art  ever  since. 

Stage  Crew  is  open  to  all  who  are  interested  and  have 
a  desire  to  work  ,  learn,  and  have  fun.  The  club  is  run  by 
Andres,  along  with  senior  Tyler  Fox.  Fox,  the  vice-president, 
says  that  learning  to  build  stage  sets  has  been  a  very  reward- 
ing job.  When  the  construction  is  complete,  students  get  the 
unique  opportunity  to  see  the  fruits  of  their  labors  up  on  stage, 
playing  a  crucial  role  in  each  and  every  production.

Mr.  Richard  Travers 


Teaching  music  in  the  Newton  School 
System  for  19  years,  Mr.  Richard  Travers 
has  changed  young  chorus  members  into 
voices  of  the  future.  Each  year  since  1983, 
Travers  has  conducted  the  Family  Singers, 
Concert  Choir,  Vocal  Ensemble,  and  assists 
Mr.  Sheldon  Ried  during  Jubilee  rehearsals. 
Other  groups  directed  by  Travers  are  New- 
ton Community  Chorus  (age  20+)  and  the 
Troubadours  (7th  and  8th  middle  school 
students).  The  well  known  class,  Popular 
Music  in  America,  is  also  taught  by  Travers 
during  the  school  day. 

Like  most  students,  Travers  remembers 
his  very  first  performance.  "It  was  a  longtime 
ago,  but  my  first  performance  was  'Dolly 
Dear'  45  years  ago."  Still  playing  music 
today,  Travers  rallied  a  group  of  teachers  to 
play  together  for  history  teacher  Allen 
MacDougall's  60th  birthday  'parade'.  As  well 
as  conducting  the  choral  groups,  Travers 
backs  them  up  with  his  flawless  piano  play- 
ing. 

Conducting  the  Family  Singers, 
Travers  has  high  expectations  for  their 


performances,  and  "the  kids  always  follow 
through."  Students  rehearse  about  4  hours 
a  week  and  on  average,  70  hours  before 
their  first  concert,  with  homework  almost 
every  night.  In  addition  to  hours  of  work, 
Travers  spends  40  hours  of  his  own  prepar- 
ing for  the  first  rehearsal!  Although  rehearsal 
time  exceeds  70  hours,  the  duration  of  con- 
certs is  only  20  minutes  to  2  hours. 

During  the  performances,  Travers  is 
hard  at  work  leading  the  students,  but  since 
the  students  are  well  trained,  he  usually 
doesn't  look  up  to  check  on  them.  In  one 
performance,  Travers  had  three  kids  faint 
from  heat  exhaustion  and  lack  of  oxygen  to 
the  system.  "Once  three  kids  fainted  in 
concert.. .it  was  interesting." 

After  the  voices  die  down  and  the 
concert  comes  to  a  close,  Travers  likes  to 
look  up  at  the  students  and  see  their  reactions. 
"I  can  tell  if  the  students  are  proud  with  their 
performance  by  their  facial  reactions."  Par- 
ents are  always  going  to  show  support  for 
their  child,  which  is  the  reason  why  he  looks 
to  the  kids  and  not  the  volume  of  the  applause. 

Each  student  in  their  four  year  career 
here  at  Newton  North,  puts  on  an  average  of 
30  concerts.  The  students  spend  most  of 
their  time  here  with  Mr.  Travers,  so  do  the 
math  and  find  out  how  vast  Mr.  Richard 
Travers'  commitment  is  to  his  choral  groups.

The  Family  Singers  is  Newton  North's  honors 
choir  for  juniors  and  seniors  directed  by  Mr. 
Richard  Travers.  This  year  the  group  is  com- 
prised of  thirty-seven  singers:  ten  sopranos, 
ten  altos,  six  tenors,  and  eleven  basses.  We 
perform  mainly  classical  music  in  four  or  more 
parts  a  capella  (without  instruments).  This  fall 
in  Harvestfest  we  performed  "My  True-Love 
Hath  My  Heart  a  madrigal  by  Jean  Berger, 
"Hush!  Somebody's  Callin'  My  Name"  a  tradi- 
tional spiritual  arranged  by  Brazeal  W. 
Dennard,  "Three  Chorales"  three  German 
psalms  set  to  music  by  Nicolas  Guillen  and 
words  by  Beatriz  Corona.  In  addition  to  learn- 
ing and  performing  our  music,  we  also  take 
time  to  learn  about  the  music  we  perform  and 
other  aspects  of  singing  such  as  how  the  voice 
works  and  how  to  take  care  of  it  properly.  "The 
Family  Singes  is  an  amazing  opportunity  to 
experience  choral  music  at  its  best,  and  is  a 
great  foundation  for  anyone  who  wants  to  go
